The rules of Isiamie shariah are for both men and 
wometi Sa/aah (prayer), saum (fasting), hajj (pilgrimage), 
zakaah (obligatory chnrity) just as these are obligatory npon 
men. similarly they are obligatory upon women. Howevei% the 
speciflc rulings of fcmalcs and the laws of hijaah have bccn 
taken into consideration in all of thesc cascs, For thc fulfiUment 
of Lhese acts of worsliip, thosc rulings have been given 
preierence which provides the best concealment for women. 

Atter imaan ttaiih), the most important aet of worship is 
salaah (prayers). Even thoygh some mlings are contmon and 
shared between botli men and women. there are clear differences 
in some of the other rulings.

lT is necessary for the hody of the deceased to be 
present for the funeral prayer, If the body is absent. offering the 
tuneral prayer will not be permissible, This is why it has been 
the tawaatur (contimiously uninterrupted transmitted) practice 
of the ummah that the deeeased*s body is always kept in front of 
those offering the tuueral prayer. 


In connectton to this. it is necessary to clarify the hadith 
about the prophet ^ otlering the funeraf prayer of Najjaashi 
(Negus) Was that a luneral prayer for an absentee or not? 


Atter taking into consideration aJI of the narrations about 
tliis event. it becomes clear that this funeral prayer was not for 
an absentee. Rather Najjaashrs body was placed in front of the 
prophet & as a miracle and the sahaahah ^ also perceived tliat 
the deceased*s body was in front of theni.

During the biessed life of the Prophet tk, niany sahaahah 
died in distant ptaees, but the prophet ^ did not offer the 
tuneral prayer for atiy of these absentees. And siniilarly, the 
righteous khulataa did not offer the timeral prayer for an 
absentee during their era. This shows that otTering the tuneral 
prayer tbr an absentee is not permissible.
